There are men 
in the United States, the Globe declares, who 
would not think twice of blowing up Dubiin 
Castie if that appeared to be the most likely 
means of filling their pockets with dollars. 
The Globe adds that the authorities should 
take allthese facts into consideration and 
not be ina hurry toattribute the outrage to 
a lunatic. There are many professional 
dynamiters in the United States, it says, who 
would jump at the chance of a lucrative job. 

The St. James Gazelte, which ts an inde. 
pendent supporterof the Conservative party, 
also has an article this evening on the Dub- 
lin explosion. It says that although there 
is no doubt that O’Donovan Rossa will as- 
sume the credit of instigating the explosion, 
it seems unlikely that the affair was the re- 
sult of a political plot. 

The Dublin Express (Independent Conserva- 
tive), commenting upon yesterday’s explo- 
sion at Dublin Castle, admits that it is im- 
possible toattribute political motives to the 
the affair. Not long ago, the Express says, 
anexplosion would have been a good in- 
vyostment, and would have brought dollars 
from America, but since that time that style 
of political warfare has ceasedto pay. The 
persons who were formerly engaged in dyna- 
mite politics have of recent years found their 
occupation gone. 

The National Press, the organ of the McCar- 
thyites, says it does not think the explosion 
Can be attributed to an accident. -It was 
undoubtedly the disgraceful and cowardly 
act of some bDiackguard for which it would be 
unjust to hold the Irish people responsible. 
There is no doubt, the paper says, that the 
Tories will try to make political capital out 
ofthe explosion. They would be very willing 
to sacrifice a few panes of glass from the 
castle windows for the sake of being fur- 
nished with an argument against granting 
home rule tn Ireland. 

The excitement caused bythe explosion 
yesterday at the castic has somewhat 
abated, but the air of mystery maintained by 
the police and castie officials does not 
tend to dispel the rumors cir- 
culated in connection with the affair. 
Dynamite, gun cotton and gunpowder have 
each been classed as deine beyond any doubt

HARTINGTON’S FAREWELL ADDRESS TO HIS 
LANCASHIRE CONSTITUENTS. 

LONDON, Jan. 1.—The Duke of Devonshire, 
more generally known as Lord Hartington, 
the Unionist leader in the House of Com- 
mons, Who enters the House of Lords by 
reason of the recent death of his father, the 
seventh Duke of Devonshire, nas made a 
farewell address to the electors of the North- 
east or Rosendale division of Lancashire, the 
seat which he represented in Parliament 
until he succeeded to the Dukedom., ' In this 
address the Duke of Devonshire saidt hat he 
had never regretted his protest against ‘the 
Liberals breaking their pledges in regard to 
Ireland. Headded that he was sorry the 
Liberal leader (Mr. Gladstone) had destroyed 
the usefulness of the party for domestic re- 
forms. 

in addition, the Duke said that it would be 
adificalt to find more practical measures than 
those passed within the last five years. In 
his opinion, the present government had dis- 
tinguished itself by an able and vigorous ada- 
ministration. 

The Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, First Lord of 
Treasury and Conservative leader in the 
House of Commons (better known as the 
late Chief Secretary for Ireland), tits refused 
the offer of the citizens of Londonderry to 
confer the freedom of that city upon him.

Foraker’s Following Making the Most 
Noise, Though Sherman’s Men Are 
Doing Effective Work—The Rivals Ex- 
change Cordial Greetings-—David B. 
Hill Banquete1—His Speech. 


CoLtumsBus, O., Jan. 1.—Since the arrival of 
Senator Sherman yesterday the boom seems 
to have set in strongly on bis side, in fact 
predominantly. But the Foraker brigades 
are in line of battle and their reconoitering 
parties are numerous and active. In fact, 
the profusion ot Foraker hustlers that have 
come in from every part of the etate show 
beyond doubt that the Foraker organization 
is not only complete and co-extensive with 
the State of Vhio, Dut that it must have been 
begun even before the November elec- 
tions. It has created a suspicion that it 
is backed by a syndicate that desires 
not only to controlthe election of a United 
States Senatorin Ohio, but looks forward to 
dictating the next Republican candidate for 
the Presidency. Be the facts behind this sur- 
mise aS they may, the surmise nevertheless 
exists. 

Before Sherman’s arrival the shouting was 
loudest on the Foraker sides. All this is 
changed, The dignified manner of the Sena- 
tor and of those present as his supporters has, 
had the effect of toning down the intemper- 
ate zeal of his opponents. Ex-Governor 
Foraker and the Senator }met in the 
Neil House dining-room last evening and 
those who were unable to understand 
how political rivals could be other than per- 
sonal enemies were paralyzed at the sight of 
a cordial greeting and a dignified conversa- 
tion. 

The tone of the Foraker journalistic organs 
this morning shows very much less of bitter- 
ness than was exhibited yesterday. Whether 
this isin consequence of that interview be- 
tween the principals, or because the vitu- 
peration method was acting as a boomerang, 
is one of the unsolved riddles of this contest. 

One thing is certain and that is that re- 
presentatives who personally prefer to vote 
for Foraker, have announced their purpose 
to vote for Sherman, because they have been 
instructed to do so by their constituents and 
on the other hand some who personally pre- 
fer Sherman willl vote for Foraker because s0 
instructed by their constituents, Of several 
men who yesterday 
deciared themselves the majority went to 
Sherman. Still it is evident to his most

Mc- 
Grew, the Foraker man, is quite as confi- 
dent of success. Butit is certain that the 
Foraker candidate for Speaker will get some 
Sherman votes and vice versa. 

A close friend of Sherman estimates his 
vote at 61 out of the92. Geo. B. Cox, the 
Cincinnati manager for Foraker, still insists 
that the ex-Governor has enough votes to 
nominate him.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 1.—An entirely 
new feature in the official New Year’s recep- 
tion to-day practizally doubled the scope 
and opportunities ofit, and the innovation 
has caused no end oftalk. When the pro- 
gramme forthe occasion at the White House 
was announced afew days ago, it was fol- 
lowed inthe papers by the statement that 
the Vice-President and Mrs. Morton would, 
an hour after the opening ofthe presidential 
reception, be at their palatial home on Rhode 
Island avenue fronting Scott circle, to re- 
ceive the same callers who visited the White 
House, in much the same order 
as was observed in the programme 
arranged for events at the Executive 
mansion. Since the vice-presidency has had 
an incumbent, it having previously been 
vacant for a term of years, the receptions of 
Mr. and Mrs. Morton have beenona similar 
scale with those of the Cabinet Circle and at 
about the same hour, sothatthe change to- 
day was alithe more noticeable. But those 
who had an opportunity of participating in 
the hospitality dispensed by the Vice-Presi- 
dent and his wife, warmly welcomed it. The

desired. The day broke clear and bright and 
the atmosphere was just bracing enough to 
be enjoyable and seasonabie. . 

ELABORATE DECORATIONS. 

For the event at the White House the usual 
elaborate arrangements had been made, but 
with even more striking effect than ever, 
since New ; Year, 1891, the lower floor of the 
Executive Mansion, with the exception of the 
east room, had practically all been redecor- 
atedand fitted. These improvements have 
been mentioned from time to “time, but not 
until to-day, when they shone out resplend- 
ent beneath the glare of hundreds of electric 
lights, have their beauty and appositeness 
been fully known. This was most strikingly 
shown inthe effect produced upon the De- 
holder ashe entered the door of the man- 
sion. The raised scroll work on the 
walis, the gold and ight brown work is 
done in exquisite taste, and the medallion 
busts of Washington and Lincoln in alto re- 
lieve, on the east and west walls of the main 
corridor, are real works of art.

White House 
was ems brililant and attractive as pos- 
sible, and ‘the tout ensemble  sur- 
passed that ofany previous reception, Flow- 
ers were everywhere, but in greatest 
profusion naturally, in the magnificent east 
room, where the guests lingered for a time 
to exchange greetings with friends and to 
enjoy the really splendid display which met 
the eye on every hand. Immense palms and 
other tropical plants transformed the salon 
into a bower of beauty. The window re- 
cesses held potted flowering specimens, 
while the mantels under the mirrors were 
hidden behind great banks of green and 
brilliant colored flowers. 

MERIT OF PROMPTNESS. 

There is one merit, if no other, attaching 
to the official receptions at the White House, 
which is promptness. A schedule is ar- 
ranged for the movement of visitors, and it 
is followed by almost astronomical regularity 
and precision. The New Year’s receptions 
begin atil o’clock, different classes of ofi- 
cials being admitted at stated periods until 
12:35, when the general public make their ap- 
pearance.

ANTHONY GLEITZ DYING AND JOHN 
STUDLER LOCKED UP. 


The Police Surprise a Couple of Burglars 
on Cass Avenue Early This Morning 
and Take Them in Charge-—A Witfe- 
Beater Falls in a Fit on Being Arrested 
—Notes. 


Anthony Gleitz, a peddler about 90 years of 
age, is lying at the point of death at his 
home, 2812 Rappahannock street as the result 
of a quarrel with John ftudler, his employe, 
atio’clock this morning. The two men en- 
gaged in a fight in front of the home of Gleitz, 
and when the police came on the scene 
Gieitz was lying with his head on the curb- 
stone, unconscious. Anexamination showed 
that his skull was fractured. He was carried 
inside anda physician summoned, who pro- 
pounced the injuries very dangerous, and 
said there was little chance for his recovery. 
Studler was traced to 112 Geyer avenue, 
where he was arrested by Officers Thiel- 
stadt and Klein. They took him _ to 
the Fifth District Station, where he was 
locked up on a charge of assault to kill. 
WANTED HIS WAGES. 

The trouble, it seems, grew out of a dispute 
over a claim for wages, presented by Studler. 
He had been runninga peddling wagon for 
Gieitz, and wentto hisplace to demand his 
wages in order tocelebrate New Year’s day. 
When seen in his cell to-day Studiler had a 
very dissi pated appearance. ‘‘He said Gleitz 
attacked me first andlonly defended my- 
self. If he is badly hurt it is his own fault. 
Last nightIasked himto pay me what he 
owed me andhe refused. I told himlI was 
broke and needed the money and then he 
gaid that my mother had his washing and he 
would not pay me until he got it. I then 
went to my mother’s house and got his 
clothes. It was then nearly l1o’clock and I 
had to wake my motherup. When I got back 
he swore at me and said there was a shirt 
missing and charged that I was trying to steal 
it. Ldenied this, and then he struck me be- 
hindthe ear. Ihit back, and then he tried 
to jump on me, but in the scuffie he fell, and 
Il believe struck his head onthe curb stone, 
lam sorry that heis hurt, but he brought it 
all on himseif by his attack on me.’’ 

Gleitz’s physician considers his condition 
60 serious that he will not permit anybody to 
eee the injured man, 


Wricht Will Recover. 


Thomas Wright, a young negro workman, 
is now lying in the hospital with a badly 
fractured skull. The reports this morning 
were tothe effect that owing to his race and 
hearty constitution the chances were largely 
in favor of his recovery, but that 
his injuries would have killed a 
white man or one less strong. Wright is the 
victim ofa gang of lawless young toughs 
who make their headquarters under the Ele- 
vated ‘Railroad structure near Gratiot 
street, between Broadway and Seventh 
street. These young toughs are 
mostly between the ages of 16 and 20 years, 


and congregate in greater or less numbers, 
according tothe entertainment on hand for 
them. Fighting, crap shootingand kindred 
diversions are the most popular and are in- 
terspersed with rushing the growler when- 
ever the necessary dime can be secured. 
While these young toughs are not sufficiently 
lawless to warrant their confinement, they 
are a pretty hard lotand lable to break out 
atany time as they did yesterday. The negro 
Wright got intoan altercation with some of 
them over his little brother Fred. As soon as 
Wirght protested, the gang set upon him, 
and finding them too numerous for him he 
ran, ‘ome one of the toughs shot 
ot him and others threw bricks. 
One brick struck Wright onthe head, bring- 
ing him to the ground with a fractured skull. 
Yat McGrew, a colored boy, was arrested 
and said that Bob Maus had fired the shot at 
Wrieht. Later in the evening Nous was 
bDroughtin by his father who said the boy 
was incorrigible and the black sheep of the 
family. 

Nous said he had shot at Wright, and was 
not sorry forit. Other members of the gang 
say that Wright had set his brother upon an- 
other boy there and because his brother got 
licked Wright came around and tried to make 
trouble. The police report the crowd as be 
ing very troublesome and hard to manage as 
they know all the ins and outs of the 
neighborhood, and it is hard to tell when a 
window is broken or a buggy whip stolen 
who did the deed. 

The boys will probably be sent to the Work- 
house or the House of Refuge.

HOLDING DAILY INTERVIEWS WITH 
SECRETARY BLAINE. 


It All Depends Upon the Temper of the 
Cabinet Who Accepted Office To-Day— 
The Miantonomoh Will Try Her Big 
Guns—Cruiser Charleston at San Diego, 
Cal. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1.—The difficulties 
which beset Senor Pedro Montt, the Chillan 
Minister, seem to increase rather than dimin- 
ish. He has daily interviews with Mr. 
Blaine. It is stated that he impresses 
the Secretary with his evident 
desire to prevent war between the 
two countries, but also freely 
confessed his fear that he would be unable to 
induce the new Chilian Cabinet to look at the 
matter in the light in which it is presented to 
him. Hisonly hope is in temporizing until 
the Chillan Government can be brought to 
take his view of the’situation, when an ami- 
cable adjustment can be easily reached.

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THE NEW YEAR. 

The full inventory of what the year 1892 
is to bring of good or ill to the people 
of this country is beyond human ken. But 
we know that we are carrying over into it 
from the past year the means for making it 
a better business year than its predecessor. 

In the first place last year’s un- 
precedented yield of surplus crops 
for export from this country coin- 
cides ‘with an unexampled demand 
from foreign countries in which crop 
failures last year made a_e greater 
deficit in the necessaries of life than was 
ever before recordedin Europe as a whole. 
The first returns from the mere beginning 
of an enormous export trade are all that 
we have yet realized from this situation. 
These first receipts have been used to wipe 
out indebtedness incurred by farmers in 
less favorable seasons, and only as further 
and fuller returns come in this year will 
the business expansion and activity due to 
enormous receipts from abroad be notice- 
able in business transactions. That effect 
will be felt as an increasing impulse from 
now on throughout this year unless 
checked by. bad crop prospects and unus- 
ually poor crops next summer. In other 
words genera] business will this year come 
in for its share of the farmer’s good fortune 
last year, and with average crops next 
summer we may reasonably look forward 
to such a business year as we have not had 
in the last ten. 

Concurrent with this very favorable for- 
eign exchange situation we have a large 
increase of currency with provisions for 
still further additions at the rate of $4,500- 
000 a month, and prospects of very large 
acquisitions of gold from Europe. With 
no portent of serious trouble, foreign or 
domestic, in sight to castan ugly shadow 
across the pathway of peaceful industry 
and commerce, it seems probable that we 
are entering upon a booming year for 
trade. 


PAST AND FUTURE. 


The American people have more hope in 
the coming year than pride in the achievé- 
ments of the one just past. This is as it 
should be. Self-satisfaction is destructive 
of individual, family and national worth. 
When either begins to live in the past 
rather than for the future we may be sure 
that mortification has set in. The ‘‘sta- 
tionary state’’ is not far off. 

The best thing to do with the past is. to 
forget it, except sofaras in it are found 
suggestions for future action. Hence, 
people who have done anything of which 
they are inclined to be ashamed, or which 
they regret, would better put away both 
shame and regretand face the new year 
with a clear score and an unimpaired capi- 
tal of energy. The debt to the past is one 
that should be repudiated whenever it cum- 
bers the imagination with inconvenient 
specters. People who are looking over the 
stock of good resolutions in moralists’ 
shops should not resolve to abstain from 
bad actions or habits. They should re- 
solve to cultivate good ones—not too many, 
for to load oneself up with too much right- 
eousness when one is unused to the burden 
is sure to lower the moral tone—but enough 
to crowd out whatever propensity to hurt- 
ful deeds has resultedin serious injury. 
Few persons need a moral revolution. But 
all but the hopelessly righteous need re- 
form. This is a practical policy and is be- 
sides the one adapted to nature. It is the 
policy of moral development. A good man 
cannot be made of a bad one. But if he 
lives long enough avery decent man-can 
be developed out of the most unpromising 
material. If he does something now and 
then worth doing, he will by and by be- 
come what he would like to be. And after 
a few New Year’s Days are passed he will be 
surprised to see how he is grown in grace. 
But he must not think that merely form- 
ingaresolution not to do evil will help 
him much. There is too much fun in 
breaking such resolutions. 

As a people we have followed this posi- 
tive path, the path of nature. We adopted 
what was good in the past, but were not 
satisfied until we had improved it. We 
have done the best we could, but the only 
use of our past well doing lies in the vigor

The New Year Ushered in With Noise 
and Ceremony. ., 

WATCH NIGHT SERVICES IN CHURCHES 

AND BEDLAM ON THE STREETs. * 


The Services Held by the Methodist Epis- 
copal Congregations—The Street Arabs’ 
Procession and Their Unique Band—A 
Story of the Origin of Some New Year’s 
Customs, 


The year 1892 was ushered in last night with 
what has of late in this part of the world be- 
comeacustom, Itis nothing more nor less 
thana lot of nolsé made by the five-cent 
horns, ringingof belis and shooting of fire- 
arms. Tothe majority of those making the 
most of the racket their conduct has no 
significance and they would in all prob- 
ability be utterly umable to state their 
reasons for so doing beyond saying that 
everybody else did it. As the custom of ob- 
serving the arrival of the infant year origin- 
ated many hundred years ago on the other 
side of the earth they are not tobe blamed. 
Last night the reception was a double one, 
New Yearand Leap Year came in together, 
and itis yet to be recorded which spinster it 
was who availed herself to propose tothe 
man of her choice as she is entitled to do if 
she has the courage. 

The two are, however, widely separate. 
The New Year customs and Leap year cus- 
toms do not parallel, being of different origin 
and different observance. New Year coming 
with four timesthe frequency of Leap year 
has naturally been given the mfost attention 
in the way of celebrations. 

Beforé people usea knives and forks and 
wiped their fingerson the nearest dog, the 
New Year was given great attention. The 
old Briton was a great New Year celebrator, 
and celebrated in a way which has never 
been entirely abandoned. He got gloriously 
drunk. 

The head of the house in all well conducted 
families had prepared a huge steaming bow! 
of ‘‘lamb’s wool,’’ sotermed because of the 
woolly froth ontop. This bowl was always 
very large and surrounded by large drinking 
cupsand horns. When New Year turned up 
on time as usual the head of the house 
dipped himself outa large cupfuil and held 
it high, looking at everybody assembled and 
yelling at the top of his voice, ‘*Wass hael,’’ 
whichto day would be expressed, ‘‘Here’s 
looking at you,’’ or ‘‘Here’stoyou.’’ Then 
everybody assembled would shout back 
In unison, ‘*‘Wass hael.’’ Then the 
head of the house would drink with 
everybody and everybody would drink with 
every body else; new bowls of ‘‘lambs’ wool’’ 
were supplied as needed. Out of this custom 
grew the name of ‘‘wassail bowl,’’ which 
to-day means the embodiment of good cheer 
and loose drinking. Wassail was Kept on 
tap during all of New Year’s Day so that all 
who might come to pay respects to the head 
of the house and wish him ‘‘wass hael’’ 
might drink. 

RECEIPT FOR MAKING WASSAIL. 

The manner of making this drink is given 
by an authority of recognized standing as 
follows: 

Simmer the following spices in a tea cup full of 
water, viz: cadamums, cloves, nutmeg, mace, ginger 
and coriander, when done put the spice in two. four 
or six bottles of port, sherry or madiera. with one 
and one-half pound ofloaf sugar (pounded) to four 
botties. Setall on the firein a clean saucepan and 
meanwhile whip in the yolks of twelve and the 
whites of six eggs. As the mixture warms take out 


a cup full at a time to the amount of four, when poll- 
ing pour these back and@ stir until it froths, then 


| throw twelve fine roasted apples and serve hot. 


The amount of spice to-each Dottie of wine should 
be: 10 gr. mace, 46 gr. cloves,37 gr. cadamums, 
25 gr. cinnamon, a3 pre nutineg, 48 gr. ginger, and 
49 gr. coriandeér seed. 

This drink is said to banjsh all troubles and 
sorrow and throw the calcium of pleasura- 
ble anticipation upon the coming year. 

Closely allied to the wassall customs Is that 
of calling as itis called to-day. Then it was 
not the belles er young people of the house 
who received but the old people entitled to 
marks of respect and deference. Then it was 
not a mad desire tosee which young woman 
could show most cards from Lord knows 
who, but a concerted desire of all to pay 
homage to those to whom it was justly due. 
The way the girls got into it wasthis. It 
was considered good iuck among the men to 
be the first to cross the threshold from the 
outside, to be the ‘‘first foot,’’ so they 
hung around the streets until mid- 
night. Then there was a rush and 
the young men being the more 
active and alert, usually gotthere first. If 
by chance, and it usually happened, the 
daughter of the house was at the door the 
first foot was entitled to his kiss. So out of 
the two customs grew the custom of to-day, 
now somewhat decrepid bu reported in the 
society journals as reviving; of calling on 
everybody whether relatives orno. Unhap- 
plly the practice of kissing the girls atthe 
door has been abolished, and the real sentl- 
ment of New Year’s calling reduced to a 
mere formality of no significance. In some 
parts of the South and among the old French 
@ pretty practice is stillkeptup. The oldest 
member of the family holds a reception on 
New Year’s Day and all the members of the 
family and all the familly servants goand 

ay their respects. When the oldest member 

san old lady itis the invariable rule for all 
to kiss her hand and receive her blessing. 

The loud and unmeaning noises of to-day 
are probably the descendants of those made 
in the old world while the menand boys were 
waiting to be ‘‘first foot’’ in their respective 
homes. They had to be about the streets, 
and on such occasions were not sent. Every 
imaginable device was invented to keep 
awake and passthetime quickly. Games of 
all kinds were played in the light of bonfires 
and ruder pranks practiced whose merits 


flay in their vigor more than their humor. 


The easiest thing todo was to make ua noise 
and the streets resounded with incessant 
songs and New Year’s doggere! shouted by all 
indescriminately.

IN A NEW FIELD. 
Object of Archie Grabam’s Return to % 
Louis. 


HE DECLARES THAT HE IS HERE ONA 
RELIGIOUS MISSION, 


Trying to Spread the Faith Among the 
Politicians at the City Hall and Four 
Courts—The Ex-School Director Feels 
That He Can Succeed Where Others 
Have Failed— He Explains. 


Archie Graham has come up from the South 
and is spending the holidays in thecity. He 
has come back.a greatiy changed man and 
instead ofa politician he now declares that 
he isa ‘‘messenger in the cause of G@d.’’ 
Some few yearsago Archie Graham was @ 
prominent factor in-this great city of St. 
Louls. He wasinthe Schoo! Board and he 
was in politics ‘‘up to his  neck,’’ 
as he used to say himself. 
He had a dig bakery located on 
Market street, and before he entered the po- 
litical arena he had a splendid business. 
Politics and political friends finally,consumed 
all his time, and the big bakery business dis- 
appeared. Archie was elected to the School 
Board, and this, his friends say, was a most 
distressing event in his history. Before his 
term had expired he disappeared, just about 
the time a Deputy United States Marshal was 
looking for him with a process grow- 
ing out of the election frauds. Where 
he went was a mystery for his friends for 
several weeks, but it finally got out that he 
had gone to Mississippi with the determina- 
tion of becoming a cotton planter. To a 
friend it is said he used an old quotatian on 
the subject of raising less sheol and gtving 
his attention to sowing the seed of something 
more substantial. 

FORMERLY A POLITICIAN. 

Prior to his disappearance he hada been 
exceedingly active in politics. He was an 
enthusiastic member of the old Eighteenth 
Ward Hendricks Club, which held 
forth on Market street just west 
of Garrison avenue. In John M. Glover's 
last campaign he was a conspicuous factor. 
He opposed Glover, and when it was an- 
nounced that Col. Overall would run against 
him he jumped to the post and sald he would 
spend his bakery to elect Overall and beat 
Glover. Col. Overall’s withdrawal from the 
race distressed him greatly, so much so that 
later on hemet the retired candidate and 
told him what he thought of him. 
Archie’s language was more expressive 
than polite and his indiscreet tongue got him 
in trouble. Col. Overall punished him tothe 
extent of a discolored eye for his candor. 
Time wore on and Archie continued to as- 
sociate with politicians. Attimes he would 
declare that politics was a bad business and 
not at all in keeping with his connection with 
the Southern Methodist Church. He would 
at times get intensely devout and go among 
his friends, telling them to abandon their 
vices and devote more time to their spiritual 
welfare.

Graham’s presence in the city.

in an appearance a day or 
after Christmas neatly dressed

His first visit was to his old haunts and the 
neighborhood of Ewing avenue and Market 
streets. There he met such old friendsas 
Patrick Mohan, William Pfeiffer, Police-Ser- 
geant Sommers and many others. They 
greeted him pleasantly, shook his hand 
warmly and inquired after the welfare of 
himself and family. It was then 
Archie surprised them. He said: ‘*‘] 
aim Archie Graham no sjonger. I am 
only a servant of the Lord.’’ He read nits old 
friends a severe lecture, and told them if 
they did not getin the Hne of faith without 
delay they would be lost. They broached 
other subjects, but Archie would not re- 
linguish the subject of religion. He would 
nottalkon any other theme. ‘‘I have un- 
dergone @ great change,’’ he said, ‘‘andI 
umnow working in the cause of the Lord. 
NOthing will discourage or lead me away 
from this determination. I am “here 
back to the scene of a! sinful exploits to try 
to save my friends.’’ He wore his usual jolly 
air, butat times he would get very serious. 
When he was asked to take a drink by a 
friend, he said ‘‘Religion and strong drink do 
not gotogether. Imustrefuse. A man can- 
not drink whisky and think of going to 
heaven. ’’ 

‘*‘But you uged to drink yourself,’’ sug- 
gested one of his friends. 

‘*That is true,’’ he said, ‘*but I was then 
Archie Graham. Nowl ama humbie mes- 
senger in the cause of the Lord.’’ 

RELIGIOUSLY ENTHUSIASTIC, 

Everywhere he has gone Mr. Graham has 
implored his friends to think less of the 
worid and more of the future. ‘‘I have come 
here,’’ he said, ‘‘to plant the cross of 
faith. It is badly needed at the 
City Hall, Four Courtsandin all,the news- 
paper offices, and intime I’ll wet around to 
the School Board. It is my purpose to see 
Mayor Noonan, who by the way isan old 
friend of mine, and get a permit to hold 
meetings in the good cause. I am sure he 
will grantit. People may think this is pecu- 
liar for Archie Graham, butI mean it and I 
am sincere. I will get around these old po- 
litical friends of mine and try to get them on 
the right track, andlhaveenough zeal and 
faith to conquer all obstacles.’’

MUST WAIT ANOTHER YEAR, 


Why Gov. Russell Refuses to Pardon 
Bank Robber Dunlap. 

Boston, Jan. 1.—The refusal of Gov. Rus- 
sell to pardon James Dunlap, the Northanip- 
ton bank robber, as announced in these dfs- 
patches afew days ago, was a great disap- 
pointment to the officials at the State prison, 
with whom Dunlap Is a great favorite, and to 
the large number of eminent people who have 
interested themselves in his behalf, and who 
had come to belief that the favorable recom- 


mendation by the Executive Counctl had 
procsaly settied the case in their favor. It 

as long been the custom to refer all peti- 
tions for pardon to the Council, and for the 
Governor, largely as a matter of form, to’fol- 
low §the advice and consent of his statu- 
tory advisors, and it was expected that Gov, 
Russell would follow this custom. The pres- 
sure upon the Governor to induce him to 
withhold a es has been something tre- 
mendous, it has come from bankers and 
bank |presidents, from country editors in the 
western part ofthe State, and from the peo- 
ple generally to an extent never before 
equalled inasimilar case, while the move- 
ment infavor of the prisoner was larxely 
manufactured andartificial. This had more 
to do than anything else in determining the 
Governor to postpone action until after the 
Council of next year, which contains five 
hew members, shallhave passed upon thé 
case. 

Atelegram from Chicago gives an inter- 
view with William A, Pinkerton, the detec- 
tive, setting forth his views astowhy Gov. 
Kussell has refused to set the notorious bur- 
giaratliberty. Pinkerton says: 

**Through the efforts of Dunlapand Srott 
the large portion of the bonds that were 
stolen in the Northampton Bank robbery 
were recovered after ‘Red’ Leary had been 
taken intocustody. Leary was in possession 
of all the securities from the timeot Dunlap 
and Scott’s arrest up tothe time that Leary 
was brought to Northampton by Robert 
Pinkerton, It must be understood that 
leary had been twice previously arrested for 
the same offense, but each time escaped be- 
fore reaching Massachusetts—once in Brook.- 
lynand the other time in New York. ‘This 
left him inthe possession ofall the stolen 
securities for thespace of fromtwo to three 
years.’’ 

‘*When Leary was finally secured and saw 
the prison staring himin the face, through 
the attorney employed inthe case he returned 
the bonds which be had not converted und 
squandered. During the period from the 
time of robbery tothetime of his arrest he 
had been living a most riotous life, and had 
disposed of such of the securities as 
he could safely market and spent the fands. 

‘*A number of these Securities belonged to 

rivate depositors, amounting tn all to about 
,000, and some of these depositors who 
had not recovered their bonds in the lot re- 
turned by Leary when arrested have ever 
since strongly protested acainst any leniency 
being shown Dunlap, although ines bad 
never expended a dollar towards paying for 
the arrest and conviction of the thieves and 
the return of thé property which had been 
recovered.

I think that 
in view ofthe fact that Dunlap has been tn 

n for fifteen years and on account of the 
isposition which he has shown to aid the 
bank in the recovery of the property he

York, andare now in Harlem. Voullaire ts 
now lying ill, overcome by the worry and 
anxiety incident to his Jong search. 


Citizens of St. Louis who resided here dur- 
ing and just after the war will recall the 
fact that the father of M. P. Belmont 
Voullaire, seymour Voulaire, had 
also a very exciting matrimonial 
experience, Seymour Voullalire was First As-

His wife, Anne Catharine Voullaire, 
Wasan attractiveand handsome womaan, 
but cared little for her husband. She became 
intimate witha man named Ruth and finally 
eloped with him.

{BROKE BOTH HANDS 


Billy Murphy's Remarkable Fight With 
Lightweight Burge 


THE CONTEST DECLARED A DRAW AFTER 
TWENTY-NINE ROUNDS, 


Both Men Disabled and Unable to Pro- 
ceed Further—Base Ball News—Results 
of Yesterday’s Races—Track Talk— 
Pointers on Pugilistic Events—General 
Sporting News of Interest. 


News has just been recetved from Australia 
of a remarkable fight which Billy Marphy,the 
well-known featherweight, recently had 
there with Jim Burge, the lightweight of the 
Antipodes, known there as the ‘*Tron- back’’ 
man. The battle occurred on Nov. 23 before 
the Sydney Amateur Gymnastic Club. After 
contesting for twenty-nine rounds, during 
which Murphy broke both his hands, the ref- 
eree declared the mill ‘‘no contest.’’ Burge 
was exhausted and his legs were gone when 


the battle was stopped. 

Although Murphy weighed but 114 pounds to 
Burge’s 126 pounds, the feather-weight did 
all the fighting. For twenty-four rounds he 
forced matters and tried his best to finish his 
man, but he finally broke both hands on 
Burge’s hard head, andafter that could do 
nothing. Seeing that he had no prospect of 
winning, Murphy applied to the referee to 
stop the fight, and that official did so render- 
ing the decision as stated. It is something 
unusual In a Sydney Club, where they usually 
force the mento fight to a finish under all 
circumstances. Theclub would not give the 
men the purse, butallowed Murphy £40, or 
nearly $200, for his effortsto make the fight 
interesting andtofinish his man. The club 
will give the pair another chance tofight as 
soon as Murphy’s hands get well. 

The Sydney Referee, speaking of the fight, 
says: ‘‘Murphy acted well within his rights 
by declining to court defeat when victory 
was almost impossible. Burge was weak and 
his legs had gone, and he would not fight, 
trusting that Murphy would knock himself 
silly and thus beat himself. The referee, 
seeing that one man with no Inclination and 
with his legs weak, and the other man with 
hands useless would never finish the affair, 
exercised his prerogative and stopped them, 
Murphy undoubtedly did his level best, but 
no man of his weight breathing can thump 
out a man who relies More upon his cast-iron 
head and shoulders to win him a battle than 
upon his blows,.’’ 

Jim Burge, whom Murphy fought, should 
not be confounded with the English light- 
weight Dick Burge, who some time ago won 
the championship of England from Jem Car- 
ney on a foulafterthe latter had the battle 
almost won. Burge is an Australian light- 
weight now nearly 40 years of age, and will 
be remembered as the man who 50 easily 
whipped Sam Baxter, the English light- 
we ight who journeyed tothe Colonies tofight 
him. Burge will also be remembered as the 
man who was finally defeated in his third 
battle with George Dawson, the ex-cham- 
pion lightweight, for the championship, 
after having twice foughthim draws. Even 
when defeated by Dawson Burge was not 
knocked out. Despite his age, the latter is 
considered a very hard man to whip, having 
the ability to stand an enormous amount of 
punishment. He has met Billy McCarthy and 
other middleweights. With his great disad- 
vantage in weight,Murphy’s showing against 
such a man Was certainly most creditable. 

Billy Murphy is well-known in this country, 
where he spent a couple of years. He came 
here asthe featherweight champion of Aus- 
tralia and won the world’s champlonship by 
defeating Ike Weitr,the champion of America. 
W hile here he also whipped nk Murpl» of 
England and others. nhis return to Aus- 
tralia he lost the championship to ‘*‘Young 
Griffo’’ afteralongand hardfight. Murphy 
is not particularly clever as asparrer, but is 
a very hard hitter, has wonderful endurance 
and is a perfect glutton in the matter of tak- 
ing punishment. In his contest with Weir, 
the Belfast Spider completely outclassed him 
in cleverness and played with him in the 
opening rounds. It was charged by many 
that Weir was feigning when he went outand 
that he either threw the fight or wasa rank 
quitter, 

TIRED OF THE PULPIT. 


Billy Frazer, who four years ago divorced 
himself fromthe prize ring and donned the 
trappings of a minister, has announced his 


intention of re-entering the pugilistic arena. 
He has shaved off his beard, treated his 
head toa fighting clip and challenged any 
12s-pound man in America. Harry Gilmore, 
the Chicago featherweight, has accepted his 
challenge. Gilmore, before renouncing the 
ring, fought in the lightweight class and 
met such men as Jack McAuliffe, Jem Carney 
and others of note. 


THE MITCHELL CORBETT FAKE. 
The San Francisco Report has the following 
to say concerning the Mitchell-Corbett 


match: , 

Six rounds between Mitchell and Corbett 
will never amount to more thana money- 
making scheme for the two men. They 
will pack Madison Square Gardens, but it is 
doubtful whether the contest will prove very 
sensational. From what has been seen of 
Corbett and whatis known of Mitchell, the 
contest, if not decideda draw, should go to 
Corbett, for it is doubtful whether Mifchell 
will be able to finish him in that many 
ronnds. Mitchell has done no training for 
oars, will be eu fw by youth, 
1eight and reach and will have no ad- 
vantage itn cleverness, for Corbett is prob- 
ably just as clever as Mitchell and un- 
doubtedly will be quickeron his legs. It is 
to be regretted thatthe. men could not have 
agreed on a longer fight, in which their real 
merits, or at least Corbett’s would have been 
tested. The match would then not have 
been so one-siced. It appears, however, to 
have been at Mitchell’s suggestion that six 
rounds wére madethe limit. He probably 
was figuring on his condition, which will 
serve him better fora short contest, and he 
may also be underrating Corbett’s box- 
ing abilities. Mitchell wil find ‘him- 
self in for the hardest job he ever undertook 
when he gets intothe ring with Corbett. In 
a contest for pointsatap, whether effective 
or not, counts, anda man’s ability to avoid 
rushes, such as Corbett possesses, scores 
faster than rushing tactics. Mitchell’s only 
chance to even up matters would be to knock 
Corbett groggy or put him out, which seems 
to be almost an impossibility. The arrange-
